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REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action 

Claims 1-6, 8-11, and 13-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as allegedly being 
anticipated by Heo (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0170393) (hereinafter "Heo"). 

Claims 7, 12 and 17 contain allowable subject matter over the prior art of record. 

Summary of the Response to the Office Action 

Applicants have newly-amended allowed independent claims 7, 12 and 17 to address 
minor typographical issues and to improve the form of the claims. Applicants have canceled 
rejected claims 1-6, 8-11, and 13-16 without prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, claims 7, 12 
and 17 remain currently pending and under consideration. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. $ 102(e) 

Claims 1-6, 8-11, and 13-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as allegedly being 
anticipated by Heo . Applicants have canceled rejected claims 1-6, 8-1 1, and 13-16 without 
prejudice or disclaimer.
